I. DISCLOSURE: 

The disclosure in the specification supports the new claims 76-88. New claims 76-79 
are described and enabled in the original patent specification. By way of example, claim 76 is 
disclosed at least at column 4, lines 27-30; claim 77 is disclosed at least at column 6, lines 31-37 
and Figure 6; and claims 78-79 are disclosed at least at column 5, lines 1-3. Nothing indicates 
an intent not to claim the subject matter of these added claims 76-79. 

New claims 80-88 are described and enabled in the original patent specification. By 
way of example, claim 80 is disclosed at least at claim 1 as originally filed, column 4, lines 27- 
30, column 5, lines 4-8 and column 10, lines 57-63; claims 81-82 are disclosed at least at 
column 10, lines 57-63; claim 83 is disclosed at least at claim 1 as originally filed and column 5, 
lines 4-8; claim 84 is disclosed at least at column 5, lines 8-10; claim 85 is disclosed at least at 
column 7, lines 38-41; claims 86-88 correspond to claims 77-79 and are supported by at least 
the same disclosure as cited above. Nothing indicates an intent not to claim the subject matter 
of these added claims 80-88. 

II. RECAPTURE: 

The amendments above, in particular new claims 76-88, do not recapture earlier 
surrendered subject matter. These new claims are being first presented in this reissue 
application.
